There are many Hungarian and Ger- 
man gipsies in America; some of them 
long settled in Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, where they own farms, Sore of 


| them leave their farms in charge of hired 


hands, during the summer, and proceed 
South with their tents. In the State of 
Pennsylvania, there is a settlement of 
them, on the J—— River, a little way 
above H——-, where they have Saw-mills. 
About the Alleghany mountains, there 
are many of the tribe, following some- 
what the original ways of the race. In 
the United States generally, there are 
many gipsy peddlers, British as well as 
continental. There are a good many gip- 
in New York—English, Irish and 
continental—some of whom keep. tin, 
crockery and basket stores, but these are 
all mixed gipsies, and many of them of 
fair complexion. The tin-ware which 
they make is generally of a plain, coarse 
kind; so much so that a gipsey tin store 
is easily known, They frequently exhibit 
their tin-ware and baskets on the streets, 
and carry them about the city. Almost 
all, if not all, of these itinerent cutlers 
and tinkers, to be met with in New Yok, 
and other American cities, are gipsies, 
principally German, Ifugarian, and 
French. There are a good many gipsy 
musicians in America. “What!” said I, 
an English gipsey, “ those organ- 
grinders ?” “ Nothing low that. 
Gipsies don’t grind their music, sir; they 
make it.” But [ found in his house, when

A singular case relating to literary 
property has just been decided in the 
French law courts. In 1814, an eminent 
French surgeon, Nysten, published a 
“Dictionary of Medicine and Surgery,” 
vhich became a standard work, and it 
has frequently been republished since his 
death. Various modifications and altera- 
tions have been made by suecessive edi- 
tors, until the original text, as is alleged 
has entirely disappeared, though the 
work still bore the name of Nysten, by 
which it was known by the medieal pub- 
lic. The last changes seem to have been 
very radical, and excited the displeasure 
of the Nysten family. Madam Nysten 
accordingly sent a note to the publisher, 
stating that, as the moral and philoso- 
phical spirit of the plan of the work had 
entirely disappeared, there was no reason 
for using her husband’s name, and re- 
questing it to be taken off the title page. 
Messrs. Baillicre, the publishers, so far 
complied with her wishes as to issue the 
edition with the title ef “ Dietion- 
ary of Medicine, &c., based on the plan 
of Nysten, and entirely remodeled by 
Messrs. Littre and Robin.” As the name 
of Nysten was printed in large characters 
and the less conspicuons, 
Madam Nysten still dissatisfied, 
Feeling that a was done to the 
memory of her husband, she brought a 
suit for damages against the publishers, 
The court gave judgment in her favor for 
2,000 frances damages, besides costs and

Regulations issued by the Board 


of Health of the Town of! Fancy Goods! 


Woburn: 


“A 


q WOBURN, June 


1866, 


It is the belief of the Board of Health of this 


town, that a great amount of good may be done by | 


the timely and energetic abatement of all nuisances. 
In view of this fact they hereby issue the following 
regulations; 


Ordered, That all putrid or decaying animal or 
vegetable matter be removed on or before the 26th of 
June, from all cellars and out-houses, and that such 
matter be deposited at least ten rods from any high- 
way in this town. 

Ordered, That all Tanneries, Glue Factories, or 
other manufactories from which arise offensive odors, 
be kept clean, and that means be provided by thetr 
proprietors for receiving the deposits of filth that 


| fluw from them. 
That all slaughter houses be kept clean, | 


Ordered, 
and that the offal be removed from them daily. 

Ordered, That no wagon, in which night soil, 
hides, putrid meat, bones, ar offal, in such condition 
as to emit offensive effluvia, are conveyed through 
pubjic streets, be allowed to stop more than five 
minutes at any place, except at the place or places 
where the load is received or deposited. 

Ordered, That no privy-vaults be opened, after 
the present month, until October 15, except for the 
purpose of disinfection. 

Ordered, That these Regulations remain in force 
four months from date, 

The inhabitants of this town are earnestly recom- 


| mended to keep their houses, collars, stables, shops, 
| hog-pons, and yarda clean, and to remove, and to 
| avoid the accumulation of filth about their premises. 


Also, to whitewash their cellars, outhouses, fences, 
and stables, where tt can be done. 


Also, to purify, a8 much as possible, all drains and 
cess-pools about their premises, 


To use for these purposes such disinfectants as are 
necessary, and if unable to procure them, to apply 
to the town for the same. 

Fxtract from the Revised Statutes of Mass, Chap, 
26, Section 8 The Board, or the Health Officer, 
shall order the owner, or occupant, at his own ex- 
pense to remove any nuisance, source of filth, or 
cause of sickness, found on private property, with- 
in twenty-four hours, or such other time as it deems 
reasonable, after notice served as provided in the 
following section; and if the owner or occupant 
neglects soto do, he shallforfeitasum, not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars, for every day during which he 
knowingly permits such nuisance or cause of sick- 
ness to remain after the time prescribed for the re- 


| moval thereof, 


Section 9. Such order shall be made in writing, 
and served by any person competent to serve a no- 


| tice in elvil suit, personally on the owner, oecupant, 


or his authorized agent; or a copy of the order may 
be left at the last, and usual place of abode of 
the owner, occupant, or agent, if he is known and 
within the State. Butif the premises are unocecu- 
pied, and the residgnee of the owner, or agent is 
unknown, or without the State, the notice may be 


served by posting the same on the premises, and | 


advertising in one or more public newspapers, in 
such manner, and for such length of time, as the 
Board ot Health officer may direct. 

Section 10, 1f the owner or oceupant fails to com- 
ply with such order, the Board may cause the nui- 
sance, source of tilth, or cause of sickness to be re- 
moved, and all expenses incurred thereby shall be 
paid by the owner, ocenpant, or other person who 
caused or permitted the same, if he has had actual 
notice from the Board of Health of the existence 
thereof. 

Section 47. When a householder knows, thata 
person within his family is taken sick of small pox, 
or any other disease, dangerous to the public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof to the Se- 
lectmen, or Board of Health of the town in which he 
dwells, Ifhe refuses, or neglects to give such notice, 
he shall forfeit a sum net exceeding one hundred 
dollars,

The winds of heaven blow 
freely there and a delicious coolness is in 
the air that seems to fan us. We need 
not go back very far to find the time, 
when this western continent, uninhabited 
save by savage men to whom the com- 
merce of the seas was unknown, knew 
nothing of those contrivances of civilized 
and commercial nations, by which the 
United States is now encircled, and, we 


may add, with some gratification, the 
world. The mariner yoyaging to every 
sea and every coast, carries with him his 
compass and charts and books, inform- 
ing him where light houses are erected; | 
the latitude and longitude of each; wheth- | 
er the lights are fixed or revolving, the | 
color of the light, the construction of the 
tower and color, and the design of clear- 
ing obstacles and guiding into havens or 
safe anchorages.

THE RAINBOW 


AS A 
SYMBOL OF CHRIST. 


The Lord of Glory is represented by 
Ezekiel and John as throned. within a 
rainbow. Is he not to be found in its 
many beautiful analogies to him, his office 
and. work? This splendid phenomenon 
of nature could hardly have been chosen 
at random, and exalted to so conspicuous 
a place, as a mere ornament of rhetoric. 

e are not aware that it has been treated 
as a symbol of Christ; but it certainly 
has some relation to him, and may offer 
fresh views of his glory and of the inex- 
haustible significance of hiscreation. B 
him were ‘all things made, and of him all 
things must partake and be eloquent. 

Perhaps our modern taste has vibrated 
too far into an extreme opposite to that 
of the old writers, who carried the anal- 
ogy between things natural and spiritual 
into a detail unwarranted by Scripture, 
and often puerile. Indeed, a modern has 
shown the same morbid ingenuity, when, 
touching the subject of this article, he 
speaks of the rainbow as turned upward, 
away from man, and as without an arrow, 
thus signifying that peace and life are 
vouchsafed to believers. Very different 
is that exploring spirit, however micro- 


scopic in method, which would trace out | 


rather than invert the many ramifications 
of correspondence between the natural 
and spiritual, as a matter of intellectual 
and devout interest, never seeking to put 
upon Scripture a kind or amount of 
meaning that its language does not fairly 
import. 
efore coming to the Bible, it is pleas- 
ant to recognize the coincidences between 
the classical Iris and much that is de- 
clared of Him whose throne is encircled 
with the appearance of the bow in the 
cloud. If these coincidences be more 
than accidental, they are to be ascribed, 
of course, to the blind groping of the pa- 
gan mind after the Desire of all nations, 
who was anticipated, but not in the sense 
of being forestalled, as some would art- 
fully suggest. The goddess Iris of the 
Greeks was a personification of the rain- 
bow. .She was the daughter of Thaumas, 
or wonder, and Electra, or brightness. 
So was Jesus the Son of the eternal 
Mystery and Light; he is called the 
Wonderful and the Brightness. In Ho- 
mer’s Iliad, Iris was the messenger of the 
king of heaven; so is Jesus entitled the 
messenger of the covenant, the one sent 
by the Father. Iris, by Zephyrus, was 
the mother of Love; and Christ, by the 
power of the true celestial zephyr, the 
Loly Spirit, is the source of true Christ- 
ian love. The very name Iris signifies 
both to speak and to unite; Christ was 
the word, and by him all things are unit- 
edin one. And there is a river, ancient- 
ly named Iris after the divinity of that 
name, probably. because its waters, like 
those of the Nile, at certain seasons are 
tinged with a green sediment, and after- 
ward, at high flood, with red earth. 
Christ is the river that makes glad the 
city of God, and his death and his op- 
peed religion are associated both with 
fracas and with the hue of verdurous 
ife. 

If the rainbow be a bold symbol, re- 
garded as illustrating the Redeemer, it is 
no bolder than many of his titles and 
types, two hundred or more, that have 
been catalogued; for example, the Rose 
of Sharon, the Smitten Rock, the Corner- 
Stone. There are not a few which, in 
form, in substance, or in brightness, have 
some likeness to the bow in the cloud, 
such as the Light of the World, the Sun 
of Righteousness, the Morning Star, the 
Brazen Serpent, the Wall of Fire, the 
Dew of Israel, the Crown of Glory, and 
the Royal Diadem. The Ladder of Ja- 
cob’s dream, reaching from earth to heav- 
en, is used to picture the office of the 
Mediator; and what a ladder is the Iris, 


shining with the light of heaven and an- 
gel-splendors! Our Saviour said: “I am 
the Doer.” How magnificent the image 
when we think of that Beautiful Gate of 
creation’s ‘Cemple—the arch made by the 
sun-lit rain! 

The first inspired mention of the rain- 
bow is when its glory spanned the flood- 
washed earth. ti was the appointed sign 
of a covenant made with Noah, that the 
world should never again be destroyed 
by a deluge. The gracious promise of 
course comes under the great covenant 
of grace, extended through all ages and 
completed in the New Testament. What- 
ever insures exemption from evil belongs 
to that covenant; the promise to Noah 
was but one instalment of it, or clause. 
And as the bow was the token and seal 
of that clause, so is Christ the sign and 
seal of the entire treaty with man—‘an 
everlasting sign that shall not be cut off.” 
The language addressed to Noah carries 
out the correspondence. God said to him: 
“The bow shall be in the cloud, and I 
will look upon it, that 1 may remember 
the everlasting covenant between God 
and every living creature of all flesh that 
is upon the earth.” So does God look 
upon the refulgent face of Jesus Christ, 
and remember his covenant with his peo- 
ple. And so is the whole creation in- 
cluded in the new covenant; the wolf and 
the lamb shall feed together. 

The presence of the Redeemer in his 
ordinances is the light and beauty thai 
shine in the baptismal shower—the ap- 
pointed sign of that form of the covenant 
of grace which, once given to Abraham, 
now includes all the faithful and their 
ehildren, And the Shekinah, the mani- 
| festation and habitation of the Jehovah-

Who can read 
these words and not be reminded of Him 
who is the brightness of the Father's 
glory and the et image, or likeness, 
of his person? ‘The language applied to

bow in Ezekiel’s vision, is very similar, 
for the affirmation—“this was the appear- 
ance of the likeness of tle glory of the 
Lord”—includes “the apptarance of the 
bow.” Moreover, the citcled splendor 
surrounded One upon the throne who had 
the appearance of a man; it was a part 
oF the glory of one like unto the Son of 
Man. 

The last appearances of the bow are in 
the Revelation of John. “And he that 
sat was to look upon like a jasper and a 
sardine stone: and there was a rainbow 
round about the throne in sight like unto 
an emerald.” “And lo, in the midst of 
the throne, and of the four beasts, and in 
the midst of the elders, stood a Lamb as 
it had been slain.” In another place, ap- 
pears a mighty angel (a name expressing | 
office rather than nature) whose sunlike | 
face and fiery feet correspond with the | 
description of the Son of Mau in the first 
chapter; he was clothed with a cloud, 
and a rainbow was upon his head.” This 
messenger says, in words which Christ 
alone could use: “I will give power unto 
my two witnesses’—a “power to shut 
heaven,” and over the elements of na- 
ture. 

The appropriateness of the symbol, as 
one of Christ, night be upheld by his 
own words: “Then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of Manin heaven, . . and 
they shall see the Son gf Man eoming in 
the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory. Not that the rainbow is 
referred to in these words; but he, as 
well as it,is a sign and a glory in the 
cloud. 

The significance of the resplendent 
arch, as commonly urderstood, hardly 
requires notice. tt is an emblem of} 
promise, of mercy, of peace. Christ. is | 
the fiulfillment of the promises, himself 
the faithful promisers he is the exhibi- 
tion of Divine mercy; fe is our Peace. 

The rainbow is one of the most grand 
and beautiful of natural objects, and is 
thus a most becoming symbol of Him 
who is the chief among ten thousand, and 
altogether lovely. The conspicuousness 
of the many-colored arch adds to the 
propriety of the comparison. It is in 
burning contrast with the dark hues of 
the retreating storm, and it springs aloft 
in full view. So does the Saviour shine 
and tower in this dark low world; all the 
ends of the earth may see the salvation 
of God. He rests, too oa the earth, like 
the bow—that is, in his human nature, 
while he soars into the sky in his Divine 
infinitude. And he appears to us but as 
the half-arch of the iris,so little do we 
comprehend his entire nature, which 
sweeps out of our sight through the vast 
perfect circle of Deity aml eternity. _Be- 
sides, as the bow overarthes the world, 
so Christ spans the whde earth in his 
sovereignty and comprehensive power; 
he is that mighty angel, as we have re- 
marked, with feet as pillars of fire, who 
set his right foot on the sea and his left 
foot on the earth, even as a rainbow 
might place itself. He embraces the} 
world in his love, likewise; and a sense 
of his world-wide love usites men, bridg- 
ing over as with a bright arch the dis- 
tance between nation and nation, race 
and race. And his brightness, by a happy 
concidence, is spoken of in connection 
with his sustaining all things, as with the 
strength of an arch: ‘the brightness of 
his glory and the express image of his 
person, and upholding ¢ll things by the 
word of his power.” 

If three were not afavorite number 
with nature, it would be of little account 
to notice that the many-colored bow is 
of three primary colors, and that solar 
light has three energies, light, heat, and 
chemical force. We might find in these 
qualities some resemblance to the various 
work of the triune God, who is all re- 
vealed in the Sonof Man, More edifying 
is the fact that the rainbow is the unfold- 
ing of this three-fold light, and that, in 
the apostle’s words, God is light. As 
the firey arch separates light intoits or- 
derly prismatic elements, so Christ ex- 
hibits in his life, his words, his death and 
glory, gll the attributes of Godin their 
vivid beauty — truth, wisdom, justice, 
love, mercy. Not evolved ina perfect 
human life, these would be to us com- 
parauively as confused color, or misty 

rightness, or blank white light. 

Nothing is more beautiful in the solar 
spectrum than the gradation and inter- 
mingling of the colors; they melt into 
each other by fine degrees, so that we 
can not tell where one ends and the next 
begins. Amid thus the Divine perfections, 


especially as they appear in Jesus, flow 
into each other. 
‘Here the whole Deity is known, 
Nor dare a creaturé guess 
Which of the glories brightest show, 
The justice or the grace.” 

We can not tell where justice ends and 
love begins, and both are mingled in that 
truth which is faithful to punish, faithful 
to bless. We can hardly say whether 
Jesus stands forth in the Bible and in 
Pity or as lofty 


one of mercy or of judgment. The one 


quality indeed necessitates the other, just 


as red and green, or blue and crange, 


are complementary colors, the one ap 


pearing in nature if the other be present, 
under certain circumstances. Christ is 
both Saviour and Judge; he could not 
be the one if not the other also; yea, 
these offices not only blend but meet as 
extremes, even as the purple on the blue 
edge of the prism is formed. by the red 
that begins a new series. 

The thought su gests itself here that 
the “showery atch is created by innu- 
merable drops of rain or of mist. The 
Lord of Glory now presents himself visi- 
bly to us, not in his own person as once 
on earth, but in the persons of his count- 
less followers; he is in them and one 
with them all. And it takes them all, 
with their various wisdom and grace, to 
fairly represent his glory. Some of them 
are of one color, others of another, there 
are many minds, many denominations, 
many experiences; and because’ one 
Christian is all orange, another all indigo, 
We are not toinfer that both do not be- 
long to the “rainbow round about the 
throne.” Moreover, in the primary bow, 
the drops at a higher angle reflect the 
warmer tints, the golden and crimson; 
and those at a lower angle, the cold and 
dark, the blue and purple; soina low 
Christian experience there is coldness 
and shade—in a higher, the gold of joy 
and the crimsom of love. Shall it not 
rather be said that the best experience 
combines the bright graces with the 
sober—a sense of the mercies of God 
with a feeling of his majestic terrors? 
The rainbow about the throne, as seen 
by John, was in sight like an emerald. 
Green is the cetitral olor of the iris, shad- 
ing upward into fire and downward into 
azure. Is not the verdurous life of faith 
found in the union of contrasted experi- 
ences of truth, the brightest and darkest 
verities? 

It can not be forgotten that the glow- 
ing iris shows itself on the sombre back- 
ground of storm. The Redeemer is man- 
ifested on the dark ground of human sin 
and sorrow. That there is a rainbow is 
evidence that there is cloud and black- 


ness; that there is a Saviour is proof of 


guilt and ignorance and woe, from which 
men need to be saved. He came not to 
call the righteous but sinners to repent- 
ance. And he can turn evil from evil 
into greater glory, as the darkest tempest 
may be made most resplendent. Evil is 
no good until it ceases to be itself; then 
it may become a higher good. 
es to be sinners; but itis blessed to 

e redeemed sinners. The wrath of the 
storm may be transfigured into new 
beauty and praise; and so with the wrath 
and sin of man. 

To the believer, Christ is the token of 
a tempest ended, a darkness passed, even 
as the bow only comes forth when the 
rain is over and gone. In all nature, 
what can so weil picture the new convert, 
and the shining Christian, as the whole 
aspect of eart 
isin the cloud? The gloom of the mind 
is no more; stormy feeling has passed 
away; the lightning of God’s felt indig- 
nation flashes more and more faintly and 
agar; the thunder of his improved warn- 
ings rolls more softly in the distance, till 
it is not needed and hardly heeded; the 
Sun of Righteousness beams out sweetly 
and clearly in the soul’s purified air, and 
gis the clouds of sorrow and sin; the 

eart is all fresh and fragrant with new 
spiritual life, as when the grass and trees 
sparkle with drops left by a departed 
shower; peace and stillness reign, the 
silence made vocal by heart-songs of 
praise, like those of birds that never sing 
80 musically as after a storm; and wide 
and high in the soul’s sky is reared the 
jeweled arch of hope. It is Christ our 


peace; it is Christ formed within us the | 


glory it is Christ the reflected Sun; it 
is all Christ. 


When so received by the soul, he is a} 


token that condemnation and death shall 
never again drown the soul in despair, as 
truly as the banner in the cloud is a sign 
that the earth shall not again be over- 
whelmed by a flood. The believer, look- 
ing to Jesus, has no more reason to fear. 
He who to his enemies is lightning and 
flood, is to his friends assurance and joy. 
It has been remarked that God, in his 


promise to Noah, chose “as a pledge of | faithful Saviour comes to 


security that which in itself is an inti- 
mation of danger”—in itself would re- 
mind men of terrific rain and ruin. To 
the impenitent, Jesus may be only a 
name of dread; he is spotless Purity,

If one of the sons of Noah had 
rejected the Divine promise, while the 
others received it, that one would have 
only shuddered when beholding the bow 
in the cloud, regarding it as associated 
with destruction; the others would have 
been filled with delight.

“The condition of the crops, always a 
consideration of vital importance between 


seed-time and harvest, has excited more | 


attention this season than for many 
years, Apprehensions arose, not with- 
out some cause, that scarcity of bread- 
stuffs might follow the winter-killing of 
the-cereals which was reported very gen- 
oralty throughout the country. In some 
portions of the central wheat-growing 
States an almost entire failure seemed in- 
evitable, 

I am happy to be able to say, that ap- 
prehensions of scarcity, which might 
threaten compulsory economy of con- 
sumption, or warrant extraordinary 
prices, are groundless. With the stoc 


of wheat on hand, and the substitution of | 
corn and buck wheat for wheat, which | 


always .attends highly remunerative 
prices of flour, there is a present pros- 
pect for an ample supply for all our 
wants, and enough to spare to send to 
‘Europe twice the amount of the paltry 
exports of bread stuffs of the last year. 

From a careful analysis of statistical 
returns, with due regard to the usual 
average product and present: losses of 
each State, the prospect on the first of 
June was for seven-tenths of a crop. 
‘With favorable weather, and absence 
from casualties before harvesting, the in- 
dications point to three-fourths of an ay- 
erage total yield of wheat.” 


We may hope for a speedy and great 
fall of flour, for it has now- reached a 
point absolutely unendurable any longer. 
The crops every where in New England 
are coming forth finely under the mag- 
nificent weather we are now enjoying. 


The report states, that in New England, | 


except in Massachusetts, a full breadth 
of spring wheat is sown, looking better 
than an average in Maine, and a fraction 
lower than an average in other States, 

Of fruit in the country at large, the 
report says, that “a medium crop of ap- 
ples is indicated, though there is varia- 
tion in the appearance in different locali- 
ties.”

A communication on English Spar- 
rows, inthe New York Evening Post, 
gives a very gratifying statement of their 
destruction of worms: “Three hundred 
bird-houses have-recently been erected in 
Madison, Union, Gramercy and Stuy- 
vesant parks, and the birds are already 
occupying them. Itis delightful to see 
these sparrows devour the white millers, 
the parents of the measuring worm. 
They do it with a gusto exceeding that 
of any other bird known to us, and have 
apparently nearly exterminatet’ them in 
the four parks mentioned. A gentleman 
én Jersey City, writes: “I beg to state 


that we have any quantity of English | 


sparrows all over our city; the streets 
and squares, wherever there are trees, 
are full of them. Last year and year 
before our trees at this period were al- 
most stripped of their foliage by the 
worms; this season I have not seen the 


first worm, and our trees never looked | 


better. Thanks be to the birds. I 
counted 43 of them in my door yard late- 


ly, and,they were the delight of my child- | 


ren all last winter.” Bird houses should 
be erected at once in all our parks and 
church-yards, and soon we ‘shall have 


tens of thousands of these little strangers | 


with us, which, if fed, from October to 
May, will remain all the year, and will 
free our city from the disgusting measur- 
ing worm. The police at these parks are 
much interested in encouraging and pro- 
tecting the birds.” 

We are muck pleased with the idea of 
emoouraging these birds, and hope we 
may do it in’ Massachusetts.

AMERICAN MONITORS. 
From the London Times. 
It is said that the present war actually 

| originated in a new fire-arm. Count 

Blarfark through the needle-gun would 
rendet the Prussian army irresistible, 
and so he seized the opportunity of 
| breaking up the old system of Europe to 
| teconstruct it afresh, The presumption 
| May be a littleoverstrained, but Marshal 

Benedek alludes to it in his address to his 

soldiers, and there is truth enough in the 

idea to fix our attention on the great 
| questions at issue. Muskets and cannon 
| now constitute the reliance of nations, 

j and the Prussians have developed one of 

| these instruments, and the Americans 

| the other. A Prussian battalion is said 
| to be a match, by means of its needle- 
| gun, for three battalions armed with the 
ordinary musket, and an American mon- 
itor is expected to be superior to any 
, other fighting ship in the world. On one 
of these points it is but too likely that we 
shall soon have evidence in abundance, 
and on the other we know more than we 
did, for a real monitor has just crossed 
the Atlantic, and is now lying in British 
waters, E 
The American monitor is literally a 
| floating gun-carriage, and nothing more. 
| She has not the least resemblance to any 
ordinary man-of-war either in shape or 
in arrangements, but she does carry guns 

—enormous ones too—and the Mianton- 

| omoh has carried them across the Atlan- 

tic. These guns weigh upwards of 20 
tons, they have a bore of 15 inches, and 
| they throw a 480 lb. shot. The monitor 
has two turrets, and two of these guns 
are carried in each. Now, if the calibre 
of a gun is to decide the advantage in an 
action, we have certainly nothing to 
match the battery of the Miantonomoh. 

In our latest and most successful speci- 

men of a fighting ship we have got just 

half way to the point reached by the 

Americans. The Bellerophon carries 

guns weighing upwards of 12 tons, and 

throwing 250 lb. shot. Those are our 
heaviest and most powerful cannon, 
whereas an Italian iron-clad has just 

sailed for the Adriatic carrying 600- 

pounders, and the Americans, we are 

told, have already cast guns more tham 
twice as big as those of the Mianton- 
omoh. LEither, then, the advantage does 
not belong exclusively to the largest gun, 
or that advantage does not belong to us. 

We have lately had some addition to 
our experience in these matters. In the 
action at Callao 450-pounders and turrets 
were matched against iron-clads, but, 
| though the history of the engagement is 

instructive in many respects, it appears, 
| Strangely enough, that the Spanish iron- 
| clad was never struck by a heavy shot. 
| The Peruvians, for some reason or other, 
| directed their enormous guns against the 

wooden vessels of their adversaries, and, 
though the result was decisive, the effort 

| was almost superfluous. A single 450- 

| pound shot drove a Spanish frigate out 

_ of action, terribly disabled, and another 

}such shot told with similar effect on a 

smaller vessel; but the ironclad, though 

exposed to guns as large as those with 
which the captain of the Monadnock—an 

American monitor—undertook to sink 

| her in ten minutes, remained substanti- 

ally uninjured. On the other hand, one 
| of the Peruvian turrets wd8-the scene of 

a terrible disaster. The gunners within 

| the turret were hoisting up a large per- 

| cussion shell from below, when it slipped, 
jand fell uy some ammunition just 
brought in from the magazine. By the 
explosion which ensned every man in the 
turret was killed oughtright, and the ma- 
| chinery on which the guns reyoivea Was 

so deranged that they were useless for 

the rest of the day. On all sides, how- 
| ever, it was acknowledged that the re- 
| pulse of the Spaniards was due to the 
| few heavy guns mounted on the Peruvian 
| batteries; and, as the Spanish fleet has 
| since retired from the Pacific we may 
| fairly credit the 450-pounders with the 
| conclusion of that war. 

But there is another feature of the 
American specimen deserving attention. 
| This monitor, though carrying 450- 

pounders, is but 1,500 tons burden. Now 
| our newest model of a light cruiser is 
| the Pallas, Mr. Reed’s vessel, and she is 
| of 2,400 tons burden, though her guns 
| are only a quarter as big as those of the 

; Miantonomoh. Even Captain Cowper 

| Coles has not yet proposed to build a 

two-turret vessel of less burden than 
3,000 tons, or double that of the monitor. 
| Consequently the Americans are far 
|} ahead of us in combining light tonnage 
| with heavy armament. Of course there 
are other points for consideration, where 
the monitor might not appear to so much 
advantage. The speed of the Miantono- 
moh, for instance, in her yoyage across 
| the Atlantic, was but 7 knots an hour, 
and her maximum is only put at nine. 
Either the Warrior or the Achilles, 
| therefore, would run round her with ease. 

Then her enormous guns are of a very 

peculiar pattern and capacity. They are 

made to throw very heavy shot with a 

very low velocity, a principle not ap- 

| proved by artillerists in this country. 

In fact, we have no evidence of the act- 

ual power of the Dahlgren gun against 

really good armor plating, nor is it cer- 
tain that the 300-pounders of the Bell- 
erophon, if tried against the Hercules 
target, would not prove as effective as 
the 450-pounders of the Miantonomoh. 

What the Americans have shown is this, 

that they can send 450-pound guns to 

sea in a 1,500-ton vessel. 

We are not disposed to give all the 
credit to foreign governments and none 
| to our own, and we trust that it may nob

thing three or four years ago to send an 
iron-clad to sea carrying 6-1-2-ton guns, 
land yet of only 2,400 tons burden, we 
here see an American vessel with three 
j times as heavy armament, though not 
much more than half the tonnage. Noz 
do we suppose that the Pallas is much 
quicker than the Miantenomoh, though

good deal more habitable. The Ameri- 
cans, however, are reconstructing their 
navy-on a double principle. ‘They have 
monitors for enormous ordinance and 
singular defensive power, but they have 
also cruisers built especially for speed, 
though carrying very powerful guns, 
Gradually, and ia @ tentative fashier, 
they are seuding their monitors to sea, 
though it may be said that neither of the 
two specimens in foreign waters belong 
to the original monitor fleet, The Mo- 
nadnock was ouly launched at the end of 
the civil war, while the Miantenomoh 
has been built since peace was restored. 
These vessels therefore represent prob- 
ably the latest improvemeats, but it ts 


clear that the Americans do not. 
either monitors or ironclads as suffici 
for all the exigencies of pavgl service. 
They are recognizing to clal¥es of ves- 
sbla—one built solely for offensive and 
defensive power, the other for power in 
combination with extraordinary speed. 
Our first-rate iron clads are probably 
wnequalled for the union of all these 
qualities together. The Minotaur is said 
to be one of the fastest men-of-war 
tn the world; she is strongly plated, and 
she could carry 300-pound guns, but 
then the 300-pound gun is probably .the 
heaviest she could carry, whereas even 
now 600-pounders are afloat. Zt will not 
do, however, to be left behind in a race 
like this. We have been conducting ex- 

riments so deliberately and fastidious- 
y that other nations, either less skepti- 
cal or more easily convinced, have got 
precio ahead of us. We have no 
doubt that many a fault could be found 
both in Ametican and Italian ironclads, 
but, in the mean time, their weight of 
metal is far in excess of ours, and there 
is a strong and growing presumption 
that in future actions weightof metal 
may carry the day.

Washington 
advised his countrymen in his farewell 
address to “cherish a cordial, habitual, 
and immovable attachment” to the 
Union, and to resist “every attempt to 
any portion of their country from 
the rest.” The Americans may fairly say 
they have obeyed the injunction, and are 
obeying it still. No political faction will 
be Allowed to keep States practically ex- 
cluded from the Union for any length of 
time. The people may stand by in silenco 


alienate 


and see the attempt inade, but their con- 
stant sense of fairness and justice will 
dictate to theip at what moment they 
ought to interfere. Thus in the pros- 
pect before his country the American 
can find nothing to excite misgivings, 
He can see Europeah monarchies effaced 
With indifference, for their existence can- 
not further, and their destruction cannot 
retard, the interests of his country. He 
cares nothing for the “balance of power,” 
except as an object of curiosity. America 
could support itself if all the rest of the 
world were shut out from it. The only 
two powers of Kurope in which an Amer- 
ican takes any great intereat are England 
and France, and while they are at peace 
he looks upon other wars as an absurd 
mimicry of the stupendous struggle lately 
closed in his own land.

We are deeply interested in South 
America as a part of our Western conti- 
nent. Politically and geographically, 
that territory concerns the citizens of the 
United States. No one can doubt that) 
in the progress of our new world, our | 
southern sister of this hemisphere will 
take upop-herself more dignity and use. 
Commereedinas alveady done much to de- 


velope hergreat resources, and bring her | 
into our intimate acquaintance. The late 


explorations of the distinguished Agas- 
siz and his attendants to give us a physi- 
cal history of the Valley of the Amh- 
zona, Will no doubt essentially contribute 
to our knowledge of the country and 
assist in its development. The Professor 
has just returned home, with specimens 
in natural history from all parts of Bra- 
zil, and we may expect before long from 
his scientific and prolific pen, disserta- 
tions on its soil, climate and productions, 
To Nathaniel Thayer, Esq., of Boston, 
who, alone, furnished the pecuniary ex-| 
pense of this undertaking, will redound 
immortal honor, placing him side by side 
with the great benefactors of the world, 
whose munificence, directed in the walks 
of scienee, has led to most important re- 
sults in the advance of civilization, in- 
crease of commerce, and the general cul- 
ture of mankind. Prof. Agassiz has al- 
ready published several papers in his 
own particular department of geology, | 
and startles us with the majestic pictures 
which his imagination, guided by accur- 
ate and minute and 
and cogent reasoning, draws of the great 


observation clear 

valley long back in time, which has no 
other record than that afforded by the 
geological features of the country. 

The ice-period, or cosmic-winter, as 
sketched by him, gives us an immense 
glacier filling the yalley of the Amazons, 
yielding to a gradual change of climate, 
and slowly melting away, and producing 
the forms and deposits now visible. 

This glacial or ice-theory is a favorite 
one of the Professor, and Dr, Hitcheoek, 
in his geology of Massachusetts, thinks 
it the most plausible one for accounting 
for the scratehes on our mountain tops, 
and for the configuration of the country 
ending in Massachusetts Bay and Cape 
Cod. “It is my belief,’ says Agassiz, 
“that all these deposits belong to the ice- 
period, in its carlier gr later phasex, and 
to this cosmic winter, which, judging 
from all the phenomena connected with 
it, may have lasted for thousands of 
centuries, we must look for the key to 
the geological history of the Amazonian 
valley.” He further adds: 

“Tam aware that this suggestion will 
appear extravagant. But is it, after all, 
#0 improbable that, when Central Europe 
was covered with ice thousands of feet 
thick; when the glaciers of Great Brit- 
ain ploughed into the sea, and when 
those of the Swiss mountains had ten 
times their present altitude; when every 
lake in Northern Italy was filled with 
ice, and those frozen masses extended 
even to Northern Africa; when a sheet 
of ice, reaching nearly to the summit of 
Mt. Washington in the White Mountains 
(that is, having a thickness of nearly six 
thousand feet), moved over the continent 
of North America,—is it so improbable 
that, in this epoch of universal cold, the 
Valley of the Amazons also had its gla- 
cier poured down into it from the accu- 
mulations of snow in the Cordilleras, and 
swollen laterally by the tributary glaciers 
descending from the table lands of Gui- 
ana and Brazil?” 

The Professor doos not attempt to ac- 
count for the causes producing such an 
ice-period and prolonging it. That be- 
longs to a science not yet revealed, but 
in time some new discoveries may fur- 
nish the answer. Revelation, at present, 
affords us the only light upon the sub- 
ject, and that is only by inference. How 
sublime the utterences of creation, and 
how scientific progress corroborates the | 
speech: “In.the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth,” In that far- 
distant time, whose date is not given, the 
great changes in our earth, which could 
not have taken place under the present 
order of things, transpired,—‘ice thou- 
sands of fect thick covering the earth,” 
and the present forms of earth and sea, 
and river and valley, and vegetation and 
climatic influences unknown. How de- 
scriptive of that period the Bible ac- 
count, “And the earth was without form, 
aud void; and darkness was upon the 
face of the deep,” 

Then came forth, by 
the sun,—that glorious luminary of earth, | 
that mighty agent of heat,—and changed 
the earth, dissolving into water the thick- 
ridbed ice; calling the dry land up from 
the crushing masses ef ice; causing them, 
as the waters melted at the bottom, to be 
great crushing, grinding machines, to 
pulverize the earth, and make “the finest 
sand and mud, together with coarse peb-| 
bles and gravel, into a regular stratified 

formation,” which Agassiz supposes the 
glaciers to have accomplished in the val- 
ley of the Amazons.

IS IT JUST OR RIGHT? 

Some theorists put forth and endeavor 
to maintain the Doctrine of the “law of 
compensation” in the economy of nature 
and in the remuneration received for ev- 
ery species of labor. Now it seems to 
me this “law” does not always prove 


true—is not always applicable—that, in | 


fact, it is as often wrong as right. 

I propose, in this paper, to prove, from 
facts adduced, that when it is applied to 
to the compensation received by teachers 
in our public schools, it does not hold 
good, 

There is no class of public benefactors 
that performs the same amount of labor 
—that benefit so largely the community, 
especially the younger portion, or that 
wields so great an influence on those who 


‘in a few years will occupy our places in 
the varied pursuits of life—and receive | 


for it so small a compensation. It bears 
no comparison to that received by male 
teachers, even when both perform the 
same labor equally well. Why is this? 
Is there any reason for it? Can there be 
any justice or any principle involved, de- 


|manding that the one should receive a 


fair reward for his labor, while the other 
should be so poorly requited? Look 
at the disproportion between the two. 
To illustrate, let us take the salary re- 
ceived by the principal of 
School and by the teacher of the 
Main Street Primary, and compare 
them together. In their respective 
positions they rank equally high, The 
one has had all the advantages of the 
common and high schools and the col- 
lege. Time and money have 
pended that the requisite qualifications 


been ex- 


| night be obtained for the responsible po- 


sition he holds. He assumes it, and so 
well does he fulfil his duties that two 
words express all required,—“entire sat- 
isfaction” to pupils and parents. He 
wields a powerful influence over the 
minds of his pupils at a time when they 
are about to leave the school for college 
or the different employments and avoca- 
tions of busy life. Hestamps upon them 
a part of his manhood, and inducts a 
part of his earnest zeal for the “progres- 
sion of mind.” He receives for all this

For 
this wearisome labor, this watehful care, 
this faithful attention to her pupils, she 
but $292.35.

the difference (her salary a little more 
than one-sixth of his), and then reflect 
on the injustice of it. Can it be possible 
that one is worth six tines the other— 
that one can and does do six times the 
the amount of labor, and accomplishes 
six times the amount of good? I an- 
swer most emphatically, x0’ But, says 
one, “you do not take into account how 
much more difficult it is to teach the 
higher studies.” My angwer to that is, 
it requires more preparation, more study, 
to be able fo teach tha higher branches, 
and consequently costs’ more time and 
money; but, that it is easier to become a 
good Grammar or High School teacher, 
than it is to become a good Primary teach- 
er. I think itis an established fact that 
fewer first class primary teachers are to 
be obtained than of any other grade. 

Some may say, “the one instructs at a 
more advanced and therefore a more 
critical and important period.” But is 
this true? Is not the beginning,—the 
rightly starting, the most important? 
We know early impressions, early teach- 
ings and instructions, early ideas, early 
thoughts and feelings, last longest; that 
when all else has passed away, memory 
still retains in all its freshness the early 
childhood scenes. The loving words of 
a mother, or the kind encouragements of 
the faithful primary teacher are never 
forgotten. No, they linger on in the 
memory, to sweeten many a sad and 
wearisome hour.

80 wrong impressions — wrong instruc- 
tions, wrong ideas in the child may 
change its whole course through life,

I have taken the above instances to il- 
Justrate the disproportion of the salaries, 
not only of this town, but everywhere. 
I know it is generally said the labors of 
male teachers are more valuable, that 
they accomplish mote, that they succeed 
better, that they exercise more care, and 
that their influence is greater than that 
of the female teacher, Suppose this is 
admitted, does it prove that so great a 
disproportion should exist between the 
salaries of the two? Does it prove that 
while one receives a fair reward for his 
services, the other should receive a mere 
pittance? I think not, and therefore 
hope justice and a fair remuneration will 
be given them.

known traveler, on “The Tribes of the 
| Nile Basin,” in which he described many 
of the native tribes in the centre of 
Atrica with whom he and Mrs, Baker 
came in contact during his exploration 
of the sources of the Nile. He confined 
himself principally to a deseription of 
those tribes which appear to have been 
completely shut out from the world’s 
history, having been barred out from the 
earliest ages from the rest of the world 
by the almost interminable marsh 
through which the White Nile winds its 
course, Without any exception, they 
'are without a belief in a Supreme Being, 
nor have they any form of idolatry or 
superstition, The men are perfectly 
|naked, apparently not knowing that they 
|are so; the girls, up to the age of about 
fifteen, are also entirely naked, after 
which period they wear a slight fringe of 
a few inches in length. They are physi- 
cally strong, exceedingly tall and mus- 
cular, they build small cireular huts, con- 
gregate in villages, and generally culti- 
vate a small amount of grain (dhurra) on | 
the drier portions of their land. There 
is no actual negro type, excepting the 
woolly hair; the forehead is rather low, 
the head broad, the back of the skull 
heavy, but neither is the jaw prominent 
nor are the lips extraordinary full, nor is 
the nose flattened, They possess large 
herds of cattle which they never kill, con- 
| tenting themselves with bleeding them

cow's urine. They catch game in pit 
falls, spear fish with harpoons by casting 
at random, and they are continnally at 
war with neighboring tribes, owing to 
razzias upon their herds. They have no 
laws of marriage, the number of a man’s 
Wives depending upon his wealth in cat- 
le, a wife being invariably purchased for 
her value in cows. This may be accept- 
ed as a general outline of the tribes bor- 
doring the White Nile. They are armed 
with lances, some with bows and arrows, 
clubs of ironwood, and they are govern- 
ed by chiefs none of whom appear to 
have much control over their subjects. 
Glass beads, and both copper and iron 
rings, iron hoes, and lance heads are the 
common articles of barter. They work 
in iron, forming lances, arrow heads care- 
fully barbed, and they prepare charcoal 
for smiths’ work, Their ornaments con- 
sist of beads, iron rings, with which the 
women load their ankles, and strings of 
rounded pieces of river shells wound 
round their waists and necks. In some 
countries, such as the Shir, where no iron 
ore exists, the arrow heads are formed of 
ironwood. The absence of articles and 
weagons of metal in no way proves their 


| excess of savagedom; having no metals 


to work, there are no blacksmiths. The 
hard wood supplies the want of iron, as 
the hard stone is used by the New 
Zealander, and flint stones formerly serv- 
ed for arrow heads. Thé Kytch tribe is 
the expection to all others in abject mis- 
ery, and in the lowest stage of savage- 
dom. They never cultivate, probabl 

owing to the miserable marsh, nitek 
would render it impossible. Thus they 
are dependent upon fishing and trapping 
for their existence, neither of which ap- 
pears to be productive, as the natives are 
a race of skeletons. They wander like 
storks over the country, searching lizards 
tice, snakes, locusts, and white ants. 
Hours are spent in digging field mice 
from their burrows. The men are, of 
course, naked, and their hair is stained 
red by a thick plaster of cow dung and 
wood ashes, the change of colvr being 
the effect of potash. The women are 
equally naked as the men, not having 
even the slight attempt at clothing com- 
mon among other tribes. Should a man 
become old his eldest son occupies the 
place of his father in the domestic estab- 
lishment, and succeeds to his parent’s 
wives. Nothing can be lower in. the 
human race than this wretched tribe; 
there is hardly a remove in advance of 
power of 
In the 5th degree of north lati- 
tude the Bari tribe commences, and the 
natives of that district are far superior-to 
the three previously discribed. The 
country is dry and fertile, and diversifi- 
ed by mountains. The men and women 
are tall and muscular, the mountains are 
rich in iron ore, which they smelt and 
work with great dexterity. They culti- 
vate the ground and use inanure for their 
crops. Their huts are, like those of all 
African tribes, circular, having a low 
doorway, about two feet high, like the 
Mr. Baker 


African tribes, as characteristic of their 
similarity. The distinctions of tribes 
are marked, almost without exception,. 
by distinctions in headdress, which inal! 
cases is accompanied by a distinct late 
guage.

That country, 

named Unyoro, is governed by a despot, 
and it exhibits a degree of order and eiv- 
ilization unknown to the northern tribes. 

Nakedness is considered a disgrace, and 

both men and women are carefully cloth- 

ed with bark cloth or prepared skins. 

They are excellent smiths, they draw 

wire, and make good knives and lances; 
cultivate the ground with great care, 
grow tobacco, and indulge in the use of 
double pipes, two bowls being united to 
a single stem, and they are thus enabled 

to smoke two qualities of tabaceo at one 

time. Their huts, though ecireular, are 
much larger and more lofty than those 
of the other tribes, and have an entrance 
six feet high, with portico. Mr. Baker 

then proceeded to notice the tribes on the- 
borders of Abyssinia, who are’in a still 

superior state of civilization. The Abys-- 
sinian affluents of the Nile, he observed; 
sprung from a land inhabited by the enly 
independent Christian country in the 
whole of Africa, among whom: reading 
and writing are eommon, and where the 
features and form of the inhabitants are 
closely allied to the European, forming. 
a strong contrast to the tribes who in- 

habit the banks of the White Nile. 

Dr. Beke made some remarks on the 
retrogression of civilization among the 
Aftican tribes, In his opinion they are 
becoming more and more savage, and he 
asserted that nearly all travelers in 
Afriea were of that opinion. He referred 
to the period, 1,500 years ago, when the 
people of Abyssinia were in a highly en- 
lightened condition, and far ‘above the 
state of civiliation now existing there: 
Dr, Beke produced a letter whieh he had: 
that day received from the Emperer 
Theodore, in which it was stated that 
the captives had been liberated.

We are getting used to the telegraphic 
communication with the old world, and 
are by no means startled by it as was ex- 
pected. But it is really a great event, 
and, if continued, will affect commercial 
and financial transactions, for the changes 
in one market, heretofore so distant, will 
now be rapidly communicated to another. 
Speculators will have great advantage by 
a free use of the telegraph, which they 
may do in cipher, and thus convey and 
receive secret information. Political in- 
telligence very often affects business and 
financial circles, and thus, as it were be- 
fore the time, prices will advance or re- 
cede. Newspapers will now have a very 
great addition to their already heavy 
expenses—that is, the daily papers, if 
they would keep up with the times. The 
necessity for obtaining the very latest in- 
telligence will make it necessary for mer- 
chants and bankers to receive special tel- 
egraphic messages, or avail themselves 
daily of the fullest and most minute re- 
turns in prices current to the papers. 

Whether the advantages of this. gapid 
transmission of tidings with the world 
beyond the sea, will be such as men an- 
ticipate may be questioned. The putting 
a girdle round the earth in forty minutes 
is a great thing to talk abouf, and to 
make us proud, but are we not put upon 
thinking what a little globe we inhabit, 
and though getting more news and from 
greater distances now in one day than 
we used to obtain in thirty or in half a 
year, are we any better satisfied than be- 
fore? The rapidity and ease of travel- 
ing great distances by rail or steam has 
many great advantages, and so the speed 
of the telegraph. Both of them tend to 
bring the population of the earth more 
into one place and under one influence, 
and the spread of Christianity may be 
intimately connected with these late dis- 
coveries and enterprises. But the ro- 
mance of the world is rapidly vanishing 
under these improvements. The travel- 
er, passing over the finest scenes of our 
globe and those most frought with val- 
ued historical associations, having com- 
pleted his tour, sighs that there is nothing 
more of moment to be seen. The news- 
papers of every day containing intelli- 
génce of what happened the day before 
all over our sphere, leaves nothing for 
imagination and wonder and hope to 
dwell upon in unrevealed incidents, and 
the imaginative faculty may be expected 
to die out, 

As to our holding intercourse with 
other worlds by putting a girdle around 
all the plannets in our system, so that a 
telegraphic operator shall touch them 
with his lightning messages,—even that 
may be possible to some future genera- 
tions. But if e0,men will not stop there, 
but will inquire how they can run their | 
wires to the fixed stars, and cireumnavi- 
gate with lightning the entire universe.

eren I commend you to God, and to the 
word of his grace, which is able to build 
you up and give you an inheritance 
among all them which are sanctifled.” 

He alluded, in the com- 
mencement, to the love of the Apostle 
who thus took leave of a church and con- 
gregation, to whom he had been bound 
for more than three years; spoke of the 
course which had been followed—noth- 
ing had been kept back,—he had been 
With them in affliction, and had been 
with them in reproof,’—as exhibiting 
something of the affection which he felt 
for the people of his charge; and the 
words of the apostle, he said, “are my 
sorrowful benediction as I stand before 
you for the last time,in my appointed 
place as your pastor; for when I cease 
to speak that relation will have ceased.”

phis, Carnak and Philw, I waited pat- 
iently for a fortnight within sight of the 
Pyramids without attempting to visit 
them, satisfiedwith the endless interest 
of the living town. At last the day came 
when the curiosity of some quarter of a 
century: (since that epoch in a child’s life, 
the reading of Belzoni) could no longer 
be deferred. I hada concern, as good 
folks say, to visit Cheops that partidular 
morning, and to Cheops LI went, mounted 
on the inevitable donkey, and accompani- 
ed by a choice specimen of that genus of 
scainp, the Cairene donkey-boy. Un- 
luckily I had overnight ordered my dra- 
goman to waitin Cairo for certain ex- 
pected mails, and bring them to me in Old 
Cario whenever they might arrive; and 
of course the order involved my loss of 
his services for the entire day, spent by 
him, no doubt, with my letters in his 
pocket, at a coffee-shop. Thus it hap- 
pened that my little expedition wanted 
all guidance or assistance, — such ac- 
quaintances as [ pessessed im Cario he- 
ing otherwise occupied on that particu- 
lar morning, and not even knowing of my 
intention. % 

Arrived at the ferry of the Nile, just 
above the Isle of Rhoda, it was with con- 
siderable satisfaction that I found a 
party of pleasant English ladies and gen- 
tlemen also proceeding to the Pyramids. 

Their time, however was limited by the 
departure of the overland mail that day, 
and of course they could make no delay 
—as they seemed kindly disposed to do— 
to keep up with me and my wretched 
donkey, or rather donkey-boy. 

If there be an aggravating incident in 
this very trying world, 1t is assuredly 
that of being mounted on a non-progres- 
sive donkey, unarmed with any available 
whip, stick, spur or other instrument of 
cruelty, and wholly at the mercy of a 
treacherous conductor, who pretends to 
belabor your beast, and only makes him 
kick, and keeps you behind your party, 
when you have every reason in the world 
to wish to retain your place in it. Only 
one thing is worse, a mule which carries 
you through a whole day of weary <Al- 
pine climbing, just too far from all your 
friends to exchange more than a scream 
at intervals.

To return to my expedition to the Py- 
ramids, Very soon the English party 
were out of sight, and slowly and weari- 
ly I was led a zigzag course through 
fields of young growing corn, and palm- 
groves, and past the poor mud villages 
of the Fellah-Arabs. Mud, indeed, oc- 
cupies in Egypt an amazing prominence 
in every view. Mud hovels, mud _ tields, 
where the rank vegetation is only begin- 
nivg to spring through the deposit of the

AMERICAN COAL. 


Mr. Hume Burnley, in a report sent to 
the foreign office on the coalficlds of 
America, informs us that the whole ex- 
tent of the coal area in the United States 
has been usually divided into four prin- 
cipal coalfields or tracts, viz: The Great

Central, Alleghanian or Appalachian coal 
fields, extending from Tuscaloosa in 
labama, through Eastern Tennessee and 
entucky, Western Virginia, Ohio, 
Maryland and Pennsylvania, and re- 
appearing in New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. This field has been computed to 
cover within the United States an area of 
50,000 to 60,000 square miles, of which 
about 40,000 square miles, or 25,000,000 
acres, are considered workable area. It 
is subdivided into eight minor divisions 
productive of bituminous coal. The sec- 
ond coalfield occupies nearly the whole 
of Illinois and Indiana, and in extent is 
nearly equal to the first. The third field 
covers a large part of Missouri, and the 
fourth the greater part of the State of | 
Michigan. The Chesterfield bituminous { 
coalfield, a detached district of small 
area near Richmond, Virginia, contains 
the oldest worked collieries in America, 
and for many years furnished the only 
supply of coal for the seaport towns. 
The greater part of the area of workable 
coal in the bituminous coalfields above | 
mentioned remains as yet undeveloped. 
The detached basins of anthracite coal in 
Pennsylvania, which form one of the 
most interesting features: of this great 
coal-producing territory, though limited | 
in aggregate area, as yet produce con- 
siderably more than all the others put 
together. The coal area of the United | 
States, according to Taylor’s “Statistics 
on Coal,” a work published in 1855, was 
estimated in 1845 to cover 133,133 equare 
miles, or 85,204,480 acres, which was | 
nearly one-fourth of the total area of the 
12 States in which the coal formation lay. | 


It was equivalent to nearly three-fourths | 
of the coal area of the principal coal- | 
producing countries of the world. Of| 
this area, 8,397 square miles were on the | 
west side of the Missouri River, and | 
124,372 square miles east o€ the Missis- 
sippi River, while 437 square miles were 
oceupied by the anthracite deposits of 
Pennsylvania. More recent 
{from the report of the Commissioners 
of the General Land Office) have made 
the American coalfields, so far as they 
have been developed, to cover nearly, 
20,000 square miles. The Coal areas of | 
Great Britain and Ireland, by far the | 
most productive in the world, are esti-| 
mated to cover about 12,000 square miles, | 
er one-tenth the entire area of the king- 
dom. The coal formations of British | 
America are computed to have an area 
of 18,000 square miles. In 1845 the pro- | 
duction of the British coalfields was set 
down at 31,500,000 tons annually. The | 
product in 1858 was stated to be upwards 
of 65,000,000 tons, worth at the pit’s | 
mouth £16,700,000, and in 1863, accor: | 
ding to the Philadelphia Board of Trade 
quoting from British official sources, | 
86,292,215 tons, valned at £20,572,945. 
An eminent geologist estimates the aver- | 
age thickness of the workable coal of 
Great Britain at 35 feet, and the total | 
quantity of workable coal at 190,000,000 
tons. If the whole area of the produc- 
tive coalfields of North America be taken | 
at 200,000 square miles, and the average 
thickness at twenty feet, Mr. Kennedy | 
calculates that their product will be| 
4,000,000,000,000 tons. The relative size | 
of the coal measures ofthe United States 
and other countries has been made more 
appreciable ‘by taking the amount of 
workable coal in Belgium at 1, then that | 
of the British Islands becomes rather | 
more than 5, that of all Europe 8 3-4, and 
that of North America 111. Professor 
Rogers, in a work on the coal fields of the 
United States as compared with those of | 
Europe, calculates that the United States 
has one square mile of coalfield to every 
15 square miles of territory; Great 
Britain, 1 to every 30 of surface; Bel- | 
gium 1 to every 22 1-2; and France, 1 to | 
every 200 miles of surface. ‘Lhe relative 
superficial magnitudes, he observes, of | 
the coal fields of the countries possessing | 
coal will be recognized if we compare 
them by simple unit of measure, Let 
this be 100 square miles. In this ease | 
Russia will be represented by 1; Spain 2; | 
anthracite fields of Pennsylvania, 4; | 
Westphalia, and Boherasia, 4; Belgium, 
5; France, 10; Rhenish Prussia, 10; 
British provinces of North America, 17; 
British islands, 40; Europe, 75; Penn- 
sylyania, 126; Appalachan coal field, 
656; the entire coal fields of the United 
States, 2,200.

The contest de- 
cisive of the tenure of Richmond and the 
fate of the Confederacy was scarcely 
more than what may be termed an ‘affair,’ 
with reference to the extent of its cas- 
ualties, and at other periods of the war 
its list of killed and wounded would not 
have come up to the dignity of a battle 
in the estimation of the newspapers. 
Gen. Lee's entire lost in killed and woun- 
ded, in the series of engagements that 
uncovered Richmond and put him on his 
final retreat, did not exceed two thousand 
men, The loss of two thousand men de- 
cided the fate of the Southern Confeder- 
acy! The sequence was surrender from 
the Potomac to the Rio Grande. The 
whole fabric ot confederate defense 
tumbled down at a stroke of arms that 
did not amount to a battle. 


marks the final struggles of a people's 
devotion or the expiring hours of their 
‘desperation. The word ‘surrender’ tray- 
‘led from Virginia to Texas, <A four 
years’ contest terminated with the small- 
est incident of bloodshed; it lapsed; it 
passed by a rapid and easy transition 
into a profound and abject submission. 

“There must be some explanation of 
this flat conclusion of the war. It is 
easily found. Such a condition could 
only take place ina thorough demoral- 
ization of the armies and people of the 
Confederacy; there must have been a 
general decay of public spirit, a general 
rottenness of public affairs when a great 
war thus terminated, and a contest was 
abandoned so short of positive defeat, 
and so far from the historical necessity 
of subjugation. - 

“There is but one conclusion that re- 
mains for the dispassionate student of 
history. Whatever may be the partial 
explanations of the downfall of the South- 
earn Confederacy, and whatever may be 
the various excuses that passion and false 
pride, and flattery of demagogues, may 
offer, the great and Waalanohe 'y fact re- 
mains that theconfederates, with an abler 
government and more resolute spirit, 
might have accomplished their indepen- 
dence,” 


Jeff. Davis is very severely handled by 
Mr, Pollard, and denounced as the chief 
cause of the failure of the South:— 

“It must be admitted that in the last 
periods of the war, the influence of Pres- 
ident Davis was almost entirely gone, 
and that the party which supported him 
was scarcely any thing more than that 
train of followers which always fawns on 
power and lives on patronage. There 
wasa large party in the Confederacy 
that now accept its downfall as an inevi- 
table result,in view of what stared them 
in the face, that all the public measurers

GREAT SHOWER OF MertTEORS Ex- 
PECTED.—Next in grandeur and sublim- 
ity toa total solar eclipse, or a great | 
comet stretched athwart the starry heav- 
ens, is the great meteoric shower, such as 
was witnessed here in November, 1833. 
On this occasion, from two clock till) 
broad daylight, the sky being perfectly 
serene and cloudless, the whole heavens 
were lighted witl?a magnificent and im- 
posing display of fire-works. 
Arago computes that not less than two 
hundred and forty thousand meteors 
were Visible above the horizon of Boston 
on the morning of the 13th of November, 
1833. This display was seen all over 
North America. <A similar display was 
seen by Iumboldt at Cumana, South 
America, in 1799. A comparison of the 
epochs of appearance of these great 
showers has lead to the discovery that 


celestial 


they are periodic, their returns being 
separated from each other by a third 
part of a century, or some multiple of 
this period, and are periodical appear- 
ances of one grand meteoric shower. Pro- 
fessor Newton, of Yale College, who has 


| devoted much time to the investigation 


of the periodic character of these show- 
ers, finds that a prodigious flight of me- 
teors, the most imposing of its kind, will 
make its appearance, probably for the 
last time in this century, on the morning 
of the 18th or 14th of November next. 
Only thirteen of these great showers are 
recorded between the years 903 and 1833. 
Such a’rare phenomenon awakens a deep 
interest among all classes. of persons.

Tur Metric System oF WEIGHTS 
AND M®AsuRES.—On this subject Sen- 
ator Sumner made an able speech 
towards the close of the session of Con- 
gress, fall of information regarding the 
old system, and Inminously unfolding the 


ptinciples of the new. The following 
paragraphs, giving the origin of our com- 
mon weights and measures, and indicat- 
ing their complexity and confusion, can- 
not fail to be interesting to our readers: 

Lanfruage is, of course, coeval with 
man as a social being. Weights and 
measures ate hardly less early in their 
origin. They are essential to the opera- 
tions of society, and are naturally com- 
mon to all who belong to the same social 
circle. At the beginning each people 
had a system of its own; but as nations 
gradually intermingle and distant places 
are brought together by the attractions 
of commerce, the system of one nation 
becomes inadequate to the necessities of 
the composite body. A common system 
becomes important, just in proportion to 
the community of interests among differ- 
ent nations. Next to the diversity of 
languages, the discordant systems of 
weights and measures attest the insula- 
tion of nations. 

The earliest measures were naturally 
derived from the several parts of the hu- 
man body. Such was the cubit, which 
was the distance between the elbow and 
the end of the middle finger, being about 
twenty-two inches. Such also, were the 
foot, the hand, the span, the nail, and the 
thumb. These measures were derived 
from nature, and they were to be found 
wherever a ‘human being existed. But 
they partook of the uncertainty in the 
proportions of the human. form. When 
Selden, in his Table-Talk, wittily likened 
equity, so far as it depended on the con- 
science of the chancellor, to a measure 
which was determined by the length of 
the chancellor’s foot, he exposed not only 


the uncertainty of equity, but also the | 


uncertainty of such a measure. 

Even in Greece, where art prevailed in 
the most beautiful forms, the famous sta- 
diwn was none the Jess uncertain. It 
was the distance that Hercules could run 
without taking breath, which, divided by 
6090, gave the Grecian foot. _ 

Our own standards, derived from Eng- 
land, are of an equally fanciful character. 
The unit of length is the barleycorn, tak- 
en from the middle of the ear and well 
dried. Three of these in a straight line 
make an inch. The unit of weiyht isa 
grain of wheat taken, like the barleycorn, 
from the middle of the éar and well dried: 
Of these, thirty-two are equal to a pen- 
nyweight. Twenty pennyweights make 
an ounce, and twelve ounces make a 
pound, The unit of capacity is derived 
from the weight of grains of wheat. 
Eight pounds of these make one gallon 
of wine measure. 

Nor is the extreme vagueness and in- 
stability of these standards the only mat- 
ter of surprise. There is no principle of 
science or convenience in the progression 
of different series. Thus we have two 
pints to a quart, three scruples to a dram, 
four quarts to a gallon, five quarts to an 
ell, five and a half yards to a perch, six 
feet to a fathom, eight furlongs to a mile, 
twelve inches to a foot, sixteen ounces to 
a pound, twenty units toa score. 

Then, as if the only ruling principle 
which governed the selection was dis- 
cord, we have different measures bearing 
the same name, such as the wine pint and 
the dry pint, the ounce Troy and the 
ounce avoirdupois, Take these two last 
measures as illustrating the prevailing 
confusion. They both seem to come 
from France. The Troy weight is sup- 
posed to derive its name from the French 
town of Troyes, where a celebrated fair 
was once held. The term avoirdupois is 
French, and seems to have been part of 
a A ert which declared how weights 
should be determined. But Troy and 
avoirdupois are different measures, 

These measures, having constant dif- 
ferences, had accidental differences also, 
in different parts of England, and also in 
different parts of our own country, Even 
where the names are alike the measures 
are often unlike. In England the diver- 
sity was almost infinite, so that these 
same measures differed in different coun- 
ties, and sometimes in different towns of 
the same county. Latterly in the United 
States the standard has been regulated 
hy law, but the confusion from the meas- 
ures still continues. The question natu- 
rally arises why such confusion has been 
allowed to continue so long without cor- 
rection, The answer iseasy. Except in 
rare instances the triumphs of science are 
slow and gradual, Traditional prejudices 
must. be overcome, Each nation is at- 
tached to its own imperfect system, as to 
its own language. Even though inferior 
to another system, it has the great ad- 
vantage of being already known to the 
people that use it. To this constant im- 
pediment it is only proper to add the in- 
trinsic difficulty of establishing a uni- 
form system of weights and measures 
which shall satisfy the demands of civili- 
zation in scientific precision, in imimedi- 
ate practical applicability, and in no- 
menclature,

musical fraternity in the United States 
which wses the piano will, no doubt, be 
astonished to learn that there are in this 

. ge but 2,776 of these instruments. 
“®2hat is, the honest and upright taxpayers 
of the country only returned that many 
foy tax to the Internal Reveque Collector 


in 1865. We are the more puzzled by 
this return, because we saw an announce- 
ment the other day that one of the many 
piano manufacturers in America has just 
completed his 36,000th instrument; and 
either the destruction of pianos in the 
United States must be enormous, or else 
our export trade in that article must have 
become a principal branch of American 
commerce. Yet the return stands on the 
Internal Revenue books that in 1865 
there were but 2,776 pianos in the United 
States, of which Pennsylvania owned 557, 
and her neighbors in New-Jersey pos- 
sessed but two. We suppose that New- 
Jersey’s two were divided between Cam- 
den and Trenton, and that Elizabeth, 
Newark, Long Branch, Atlantic City, 
and Cape Island, during all of 1865, never 
heard the sound of a piano. Our neigh- 
hors onthe other side, in Delaware, 
| however, have none at all, but Delaware, 
\in her strange abstemiousness on the 
piano question, has plenty of company, 
for Rhode Island, Connecticut, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Louisiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas and sever- 
al of the Territories during 1865 had no 
| pianos at all, while Vermont, Michigan 
and Colorado modestly admitted that they 
had one each. The sojourner of New- 
port who imagines that in the grand | 
saloon of the grandest hotel he hears the | 
strains of a piano is mistaken; there are 
none in all Rhode Island. And if in)

THE NIAGARA OF THE WEST. 

In the wilds of Idaho, midway between 
Salt Lake and Oregon, thunders a cata- 
ract as imposing as Niagara, and that 
| will one day divide with it the admira- 
tion of the world, when the secluded re- 
| gion whereits savage grandeur is con- 
cealed shall be thrown open tu the curi- 
osity of the traveller. It is called the 
Great Shoshone Falls, and is a few miles 
|from the overland stage route between 
| Salt Lake and Boise cities, and about 


| places. It was discovered in 1863, by 

The Salt Lake 
Vidette furnishes the annexed descrip- 
tion of this remarkable waterfall. 


“The river, about two hundred yar@s 
|in width, coming slowly from the south- 


east, overtowered by perpendicular walls | 


| of basaltic rock, over eight hundred feet 
high, suddenly expands into a basin of 
twice its width, and there is divided into 
jahalf dozen streams, by dark looking | 
rocks which raise their gloomy crests | 
above the sparkling surf, of the madden- 

ed waters. Every stream rushes over a 

| fall of thirty feet, and every fallis of a 
| different shape, seeming fanciful and fluc- 
| tuating, yet physically fixed, as they have | 
‘ever been while centuries like shadows | 
i have flown over them. The riyer resum- 
jing its course is again divided and takes | 
a second tumble of sixty feet still further, | 
} but this time by only three different 

streams. Three falls are the result: one | 
on each side, unbroken and falling in solid | 
sheets; the central one being formed by 

seven fan shaped steppes of rock, From 

ote of these branches to the other under- 

/neath, the water falls in a smooth, trans- | 
|parent sheet, forming a cascade unsur- 
passed in the world, contrasting strange- | 
ily, by its dark transparent color, rustl-| 
‘ing, roaring, foaming streams surround- 

‘ing it above and at the sides. The river 

becomes once more smooth and dark in 
jcolor. Its banks suddenly jut out from 

both sides, narrowing the channel to four 

hundred feet; and through this gap the | 
confined mass of water precipitates itself 

in one whole volume, without break or | 
hindrance, into an ominous abyss over 
two hundred feet in depth. No pen can 
|describe this scene. This isin reality 
| the “Great Fall,” and is well worthy of 
its name, leaping as it does from the | 
loom of nature like a colossal sheet of 
silver.

THE POETS OF AMERICA. 


We do not think that poetry is so much | 


read ag in some former periods, but we 
are from time to time supplied with new 
publications, principally of well estab- 
lished authors, American and Foreign, 
but with a little sprinkling of new poets, 
ot those who aspfre to that appellation. 
The yast number of new romances circu- 
late extensively and are preferred to 
poems, Poetry is not popular, it may 
be, because, of this novel reading, which 
seizes more readily upon the atterttion, 
and operates more powerfully upon the 
feelings, and does not require the close 
attention, and literary culture and taste, 
demanded of the readers of good poetry. 
We may add, also, the prevalence of 
essay writing: and the great number of 
literary magazines, often illustrated by 
numerous engravings, which cirenlate in 
almost every household. Newspapers 
have become a necessity in the land like 
our daily bread, and consume much of 
the time allotted to reading. Poetry, it 
is true, is to be found in all these issues 
of the press, but itis only asa minor 
thing, not read by the many, and per- 
haps, not highly regarded by even the 
few. : 

Meanwhile, we have quite a number of 
poets who have acquired some celebrity, 
and whose poems may be said to have a 
popular sale, and they are mostly poets 
stilldiving. To name a few of them, is to 
assure us that the present period is by 
mo means atime of dearth of such writers, 
Richard Hf. Dana, Charles 
Spraguc, W. C. Bryant, Longfellow, 
Whittier, and N. P. Willis, are promi- 
nent among the oldest of our living poets, 
while Holmes, Lowell, Saxe, Miss Carey, 
and many others, male and female, at- 
tract attention as American Poets. To 
compare these poets with those of Eng- 
land and other countries, we perceive 
that our new country rather abounds 
with them, and that they are not inferior 
to living poets abroad, 

Mr. Dana, fone retired into 
private life, early won a high reputation 
for both verse and prose, as a thoughtful, 
scholany, and pure writer, not wanting 
im originality and depth; and the only 
vegret concerning him, is that, he so soon 
retired from writing and publication, and 
that no recent editions of his old publica- 
tions have appeared to keep up his ac- 
quaintance with the reading public, and 
ebtain him new admirers. Charles 
Sprague has lately been complimented in 
England, as one whose poems stand the

test of time, and having been withdrawn 
from business life, we hope he will find 
inclination and strength, even in his in- 
firm age, to give us a few more of his 
pieces, that cannot be otherwise than well 
received. Bryant stands more conspicu- 
ous as an American poet than cither of 
the writers named, for this reason, if no 
other, that he has written more, and-has 
not kept his muse idle, but has continued 
from year to year to furnish poetry for 
Hl.

Tie RAILROAD AND THE MAILS.— 
|The attention of the reader is directed 

to the statement of Gen. Stark, the man- 
ager of our railroad in another column 
of this paper, in reference to the amount 
paid for transporting the mails on other 
roads, and the question at issue. No 
one can read it without being clearly of 
the opinion that the compensation asked 
far by our road is just and right, and 
that the corporation should be sustained 
in their refusal to carry the mails any 
longer at the old prices. It should be 
borne in mind that the read is responsi- 
ble for the safety of the mails which it 
carries, and in the small towns it is re-} 
quired to collect the receipts for the 
| post office department once a quarter.

NIAGARA FALLS, Sept. 10, 1866. 

You last heard from me at Sterling, 
Ill.

RANK OF TEACHERS. 

At the close of the last term, the pub- 
lic schools of this town were in a flour- 
ishing condition. This year they open 
under the most favorable auspices, and 
hereafter more will be expected of teach- 
er and scholar. 

The suprintendent of public schools 
has already entered upon his arduous 
duties with a full determination to make 
this innovation a complete success. With 
his superior facilities for communicating 
with the best instructors, and the leading 
thinkers and writers upon popular edu- 
cation, he will bring his own experience 
to the office, and if his efforts are proper- 
ly seconded by committee, teachers and 
parents, the benefit of the change will 
soon be apparent. 

One very important step still requires 
to be taken before the town can feel sure 
of retaining its best and most experienced 
teachers. I refer to the grading or rank- 
ing of teachers, according to their success 
in instructing. 

Under the present system, a lady who 
has taught in this town with unyarying 
satisfaction and acceptance from five to 
fifteen years, receives but little, if any 
more compensation than the young lady 
just graduated, and teaching her first 
school. This certainly is not right, and 
the best teachers in town feel, and justly 
too, that it is not treating them as they 
deserve. They feel their services are 
not properly appreciated. What would 
be thought of the merchant retaining his 
faithful clerk ten years and then refusing 
to pay him more than he gave him the 


first? Or what would be thought of the 
rich leather manufacturer who would 


give his help after five or ten years labor 
only the same compensation he gave him 
as an apprentice? Such men would be 
execrated by all the just and good. Here 
we find the same thing between the town 
and its teachers, and certainly the wrong 
requires righting. 

Why would not a play like the follow- 
ing be reasonable and appropriate, be- 
side conferring justice upon the teacher? 
Suppose the female teachers be divided 
into four classes or grades: The fourth 
class to consist of those temporarily em- 
ployed, as for a single term, when, if 
found competent, they should be promo- 
ted, with increased compensation, to the 
third class, and be considered regularly 
appointed teachers, 


At the expiration of one year, if 
their instructing has been sufficiently 


successful, let them be promoted to the 
second class, and again increase their 
salary. 

After another year or longer,—when- 
ever itis deemed proper,—let these be 
promoted to the jirst class, and give 
them the highest salary paid female 
teachers in the town. At each promo~ 
tion let the teacher be thoroughly ex- 
amined in what they have taught, and 
what they are to teach in the class to 
which they are to be promoted, if they: 
take classes of a higher order. 

This, or a plan similar, is followed’ ib 
all our larger cities and I believe, if 
once fairly addopted in this town the re— 


| sult would be more satisfactory than the

Perhaps, if 
we could know the truth, horse-hair 
| cushions first came into use as a protee- 
tion against these. But though we havo 
forgotten the lessons learned by our an- 
cestors’ experience, and brought back 
the old fashion they had discarded, the 
moths have not forgotten to return to 
their old haunts. A more careful up- 
holstery may do something to prevent 
the ravages of the destroyer, but some 
new fabric, not of wool, will have to be 
introduced, as horse hair is now univer- 
sally dise: irded as old-fashioned.

The foundation of the monument is 
laid to the height of twenty feet or more 
above the ground, It stands in a leyel| 
field which contains a large number of | 
fine oak trees, and is about ten rods from 
the water’s edge. The assemblage of 
persons gathered to witness the ceremo- 
ny was immense; yet no serious disturb- 
ance occurred at any time. The services, 
under the direction of the Free Masons, 
were of the usual impressive kind; but 
nothing so deeply moved my feelings on 
that occasion as the appearance of the 
poor maimed soldiers, many of them 
having lost an arm, ora leg, or an eye, 
who crowded the windows and doors of 
the “Soldier’s Home,” a five-story brick 
edifice close by and overlooking the mon- 
ument grounds. It was erected for the 
wounded soldiers by the State of Illinois. 
The Home was beautiful with festoons of 
national banners hung from window to 
window; and ever and anon, as the ora- 
tor of the day, who stood in full view 
upon the monument, alluded to the ardu- 
ous and patriotic labors of Mr. Douglas, 
in the beginning of the war, and to the 
strong support he gave to Mr. Lincoln 
the crippled yet not voiceless veterans 
rent the skies with cheers for the mem- 
ory of Douglas and the dear old flag. 
At the conclusion of the appointed ser- 
vices, calls were made for Grant, John- 
son, Seward; and the President came 
forward with manuscript in hand from 
which he read his speech. It was un- 
gramatical, yet not objectionable in sen- 
timent, and it was somewhat favorably 
received. His presence here, however, 
as in Chicago, excited very little enthu- 
siasm.

Its parties, debates, cabinets, and politi- 
cal leaders are much more within the 
sphere of European interest, and appear 
much less distant than they did; and the 
late war has donea great deal to increase 
this vicinity. Butthe Atlantic Telegraph 
will Europeanize America more than any 
thing yet has done; it will have a great 
effect in taking away the remoteness and 
the strangeness—if we may say so with- 
out giving offense, the rawneas of the 
New World, and it will, in short, bring 
the New World into the Old World.

took their position opposite the Judges’ stand, to 
witness the stallion race which came off at eleven 
o'clock. The best time made was 2:44. 

Previous to the above race a cavalcade of all 
the horses on exhibition were driven round the 
track, making a fine display,
